the Safety of his Dominions. It is not in Courts alone, 
that Jittle faious Creatures prevail againit Men of Genius 
and Merit. It is notorious in every Community, in every 
Profeffion, ard, in fhort, in every Scene of Life: A Perfon 
who is reputed to kriow fomething more than his Neigh- 
bours, has generally all the Weight of Nombers againtt 
him: He is looked upon with an invidious Eye, and every 
Little Fellow hefitates qut his Diflike againft him in Corners, 
till, finding others of the fame malignant Difpofition with 
himéelf, he grows bolder by Degrees, and lifts up his de- 
trative Voice aloud in Calumny and Abufe. ‘The Yelping 
of one fingle Cur awakes all the fnarling Brethren of the 
Village, who never. ceafe barking ‘till they imagine the 
Danger is over. A Man of Genius is quite out of Cha- 
ratter : He is confidered as a kind of Prodigy in Nature, 
that appears but feldom in our Hemifphere, and then only 
as a Reproach to the Many who are not fo happily en- 
dowed with the Gifts of Heaven. As the Human Mind 
is naturally depraved and filled with Rancor, itis no Won- 
der that 2 general Combination fhould rife from itfelf into 
an Oppofition againft fuch a Perfon. There is a certain 
Sympathy that communicates among little Minds, fo that 
the whole Commonwealth of Fools are ever upon their 
Guard againft a wife Man, whofe going-out and whofe 
coming-in raife terrible Apprehenfions in their narrow 
Minds. Every Motion he makes alarms them, every 
Word he fpeaks is big with ambitious Deftru€tion. There 
is a dangerous Meaning in his Looks, and the vaft Pro- 
found of his Mind is employed to ruin the State, or per- 
haps unhinge the World.

FOREIGN AFFATRS. 
FRANCE. 

Paris, Rlarch 13. Befidesthe War in the North, which 
every body itill continues to look upon as inevitable, fome 
Folks {peak with Confidence of one in the South. The 
Amb:lador from Malta has acquainted the Minitters with 
the Apprehenfions they are under of being attacked: by 
the Grand Signior ; and, on the other Hand, our Advices 
from Conftantinople affert, that the Ottoman Porte, to 
feee itfelt from domettic Convulfions, will very probably 
break with the Perlians on one Side, and the Venetians on 
the other. Abcut 7co Families, out of the feveral Pro- 
vinces of this Kingdom, and Polanders that had retired 
hither, are on the Point of embarking for Tobago ; which 
Ifland wil! be fettled under the Au‘pice of Marthal Saxe. 

Colonel York has had feveral Conferences with the Mi- 
nifters of the King, wherein Meafures have been concerted 
for maintaining, if poflible, the Tranquility of the North. 
It’s likewife pretended, that the Goloncl has taken great 
Pains to engage the Court to oblige the young Pretender 
to retire from Avignon, and move on vother Side of the 
Mountains ; but that he was anfweaed, that the King had 
fatisfy’d his Engagements in obliging him to go out of his 
Territories ; and that as the City of Avignon did not de- 
pend on hinr, his Majefly had no Power there. Be this as 
it will, that young Adventurer has retired from Avignon.
